T^fiUtu is a great Kingdom oi Afri^ 
c&, farr advanced into the Land; It 
IS part of t/ie ancient Numidia, now

^hltcTh/w"'. f %^^^^ called LX 
rfiele arc the Lords of the Country, iht reft are 

on:one m'^ I^ofterity.of the WarliL Na^' 
onsof the North , the Goths and Fa»dah tUt 
feem tohavc chofen that Confinement as a fafe 
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retreat, farr from the acqualntaace of the Suro- 
pan Swords.: with which their aver-agcd Bodies 
werenot foable to deale , as with the cfferai-. 
nate courage of the In-land Inhabitants. 

They quietly enjoyed their Conquefts many 
years 5 and had eftabliftied there a famous Em- 
pire that reached South as far as the Sands and 
Mountains would permit, and North to the Me- 
diterranean Sea. 

One of the Emperors was Cenzerichus^iht mott 
terrible Prince of his time. About the Year of 
our Lord 452, he was invited by the Emprcfs ^«- 
doxia^ after the Maflacreof her Husband rdeHti^ 
nUntu^ into Italy % where lie became a trouble- 
fome Gueft: Hekil'd the Tyrant JUaximfff^ he 
fackt iime,znd carryed away the amorous Prin- 
cefs, with feveral of the Nobility , and great 
Richesj into Captivity, 

The Famous General of that time, Selijfariuf , 
checkt the pride and Infolencyof his Succeflbrs , 
and put a flop to the Viftorics and Conquefts of 
the VandAls: But they were never totally fub- 
dued out of Africa until the Saracens^ otherwife 
called Afarens or Jfhmatlitfs yfo^ced both them and 
the Rdmanf to yield unto them the Authority of 

the Country. r t. ^r 

ffttcha, a famous General, was Cent by ofmetty 
the firft Calif froi the Saracens, to begin the Con- 
flueft of this part of the Worldi 
'^ Since 
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Since their flrllentrance into thofe barren habi- 
tations , which they water'd wtt^ the chrifiian 
Blood 5 they have remain'd ina peaceable polTef- 
fion, free from Forrein Invafion, unlcfs it be !w 
fome unhappy Princes, who have vaft Armies at 

Land, and Fleets at SeajOnly to recover fome Sea- 
port-Towns. 

^ The Itj-land-People,accuftomed to Idlenefs and 
Thett, know not the-benefits of Trade : Ycc 
fometimes Commodities- are conveyed unto them 
by thofe that hazard, rather their delign brings 
amongft' them; unlefs itbefome French Pedler 
orfomemiferable Jetv^ that drives a few Camels 
loaden with Warlike Provifions^ and other necef- 
iaties-, with which their Country doth not a- 
bound. 

They fufFer not Strangers to Travel; becaufe 
they are afliamed that their miferable Life fhoulii 
be known to People that live in eafe and plenty - 
or becaufe they are jealous, ieaft the ftrength of 
their Country, which confifts in the fituation, 
lliould be difcovered by a Forreiner , and by that 
the meanesof bfinging of them under fubiedti^ 
on. * 

The Affairs of the Maritime Countries of ^- 
frifahave been Recorded byfeveral Writers: but 
of this Kingdomof Tafiktwe know nochin£?, fmce 
the laft Conqueft, until this famous Prince^that is 
come out ol .that Province, that Nature hath con- 
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fin'd among the Defarts. His Father was the 
King of this place 5 his Mother Was a Black-more , 
whofe handfome features only had recommended 
her to the Xeriffes Acquaintance , and advanced 
her to the honour of one of his Concubines : her 
mean defcent did caufe her Son at firfttobe looVt 
upon by theitf<?masuncapableofany Advance- 
ment > For that reafon I conceive he was branded 
with the Title of BA^ard amongft his Enemies.' 
Hisfirft and right Name is not known unto us:-, 
that which he now beares, I know not whether he 
hath chofen g, or whether it is only impofed by 
Chriftunss It is certain that it is borrowed from 
that Kingdom where he was born. At his hi ft 
entrance into the World he had an Attendance and 
Education futable to his Fathers Eftate. 
s- The Learning of our Northern Climats is de- 
fplfed, and unlawful amongft the MahcmeUns^ 
who love not to burft their braines with others in- 
ventions 5 therefore rrf//««^r for that fliallbe his 
Name in the following Difcourfe, fpent not his 
Youth in Contemplation, but rather in AAion, in 
fuch Exercifes, that might prepare him for great 
Matters. He delighted to handle a Lance, to 
manage a Horfe, and to learn the other Arts that 
become a Souldier-, Nature had furniOi'd him 
with a fharp Wit, a "ftrong Body, and a found 
Judgment 5 Which Perfedions by degrees did 

raife him in the efteem of the People. 

He 
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He continued thus in his Fathers Court; un- 
til death deprived him of that fuppoi tj and ad- 
vanced his elder brother to the down. Ac 
firft he had his favour and proteiftion , but jea- 
loufie foon began to difturb their familiarity and 
good intelligence. And fince it hath proceeded 
fo farr that it hath caufcd the untimely death 
oi that unhappy Prince who Jiarboured it in " his 
breaft. Bat as this extravagant pallion brought 
the Xeriffe to his grave, it hath raifed our Taf- 
letta upon an Imperial Throne. He had never 
crept out of his home , nor appeared upon- fo 
glorious a Theater, had not his brothers hatred 
forced him to fly. 

Soon after his fathers deceafe Tafiletta gave 
proofs of his Valour and great Courage, which 
being accompanied with a bodily ftrength and 
a natural wit, did render him able to bear com- 
mand. 

It is reported of him, that he is able with 
his hands , without any inftrument , by plain 
force to break a ftrong Horfe-fhooe j and that 
when he leads his army he performs many times 
the office of a common Souldier as well as of 
a General with wonderful fuccefs^ And that in 
the Engagement , he holds his Cimeter with 
fuch a tenacious fift that his hand cleaves to 
the handle, and that it cannot be loofed with- 
out the afliftance of luke-warm water. 

B It 
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It Is certain that he won the efteem and fa- 
vour of the common People by fuch feeming 
Declarations of His ftrength and valour as are not 
ufuai to the reft of men. 

And although he is a Mouletta , and by 
confequence of a Countenance more fwarthy 
than the natural Saracens, he hath an infinaa- 
ling Prefence where thofe Characters of a noble 
Soul do appear , that feem to command both 
Love" and Refpcift. Tliis being accompanied 
with a popular fpirit , that knew as well how 
to difTemble as to command , rendered him 
odious to his brother, but honoured of the 
People. His Credit and Intereft in the Coun- 
trey did give no fafpition, until he had the dif- 
pofal of the Army > and that he was made Ge- 
neral. In that high Employment , his carriage 
was in its Element , he behaved himfelf like a 
Heroe. 

In feveral 
Provinces his Valour and Conduct always car- 
ried away the Viiftory, and forced them to a fub- 
mifllon. 

In one of the Battels the King his brother 
fhared with him in the danger 5 and in the ho- 
nour of the day, but inore in the one then in 
the other: for as he was engaged in on<^ of the 
wings againft a ftrong Party of the Enemy, his 
men were forced to draw back with the lofs of 

a Ca- 
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a Captain and Colours 5 and he himfelf was ei- 
ther taken PrifonerjOr in peril ofprefent death; 
When Tafletta in perfon comes with vengeance 
and fury to refcue the diftrelTed King, whom he 
recovers out of the Enemies hand, with the 
death and captivity of many of thofe that flat- 
tered themfclves with an apparent victory • I 
know not whether this increafed his difpleafure 
to be fo much engaged to One whom his paflion 
perfwaded to hate. 

It is certain that foon after this fuccefs he 
laboured to requite Tafilttta's good Offices 
with the effufion of his bloud 5 and fought to 
dcftroy him whom he could not fufficiently re- 
ward. There wanced not fome Afliftants to his 
bloody defign, nor favourers of TajiUtta 5 fi-om 
hence rofe a great divifion , and a civil War 
which was entertained as in fuch like occafions 
by falfe friends, who are never more adive then 
m founding alarms when no caufe appears, and 
never better pleafed then in the fatal difcord of 
thofe great Families , from whofe ruine they 
may have hopes to raife their own. 

The King firft by treachery fought to take 
him out of his fight : And when he perceived 
himfelf difappointed by Tafletta s^ood fortune, 
and by his diligence, his prudence, and valour; 
He then proclaims his bloody defign at the 
head of a party, with which he was refolved to

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find him out in the midft of thofe that had 
taken arms in his defence. r j r i 

Tafiletta with his followers was forced to feek 
his refuge in a fpeedy flight. The Kings jea- 
loufiepurfues him, and at a place of difadvan- 
tage overtakes him-, a bloody fight begins that 
fends many of the inferiour fort into another 
world, to carry the fad news of this miferable 

J" '1^ 

Vafilhta encouraged his men by word and 
Example, but when he 6w himfelf over-power d 
W the great number of his enemies, and noway 
to efca^ his brothers difpleafure, but by (laed. 
din" Royal blood : he dapt his fpnrs to his 
Hoffe, and perceiving the King not far, he made 
towarashim, and notwithftandmg the refiftance 
of his Guar4heftro0k him dead to the ground. 
This unhappy death was followed with the flight 
of the KinJsW fd the viaory of 7.^.. 
who might have made other nfe of it, to fecure 
Smfelf from future defigns. But when he faw 
hs Nephew advanced in his Fathers Throne, 
Ks of Revenge, and not )udgmg hirofclf 
abk with his fmall Retinue to encounter with 
Kength of the Countrey, he then thought 
a retreat to be thefafeft policy for himfelf and 

^°At"fome diflance from the Kingdom of r^- 
Pt,u there is a fruitful Province f ^""d wu^ 
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high Ridge of Hills that are not to be afcended 
without wings. There is but one Avenue to 
this natural Fort, and that is called the Pafs , 
which as in other Countreys is ufually guarded 
for fear of a furpriHil. Within thcfe Territories 
governed a Prince of a Nation and of a Religion 
that we could never imagine, and which in all 
other places renders men incapable of authority. 
From father to fon many years one of the 
fame fuperftition had alwayes fucceeded. He 
was a few who had made ufe of his time and 
command rather to gather Treafure than to in- 
creafe his Dominions. The largenefs of his 
Countrey the author could not learn. The In- 
habitants do call it by a name which fignifies 
the Mountain, here Tafiletta fled with his fmall 
Party, the Jew received him with all honour and 
civility, and allowed him and his Followers a 
Corner in his Metropolis to remain with a Pen- 
fionfor his expences; Becaufe he was of the 
Blood-royal of Tafiletta , and that the Maha- 
metans, that were the greateft number of his 
Subjeds, had for his valour and vertues a eon- 
fidcrable efteerae. The defign of the Jew was 
to oblige the Moores and indear them unto him 
and his intereft by this favourable reception of 
this fugitive Priace. He thought thereby to efta- 
bliih his Dominion and fecure it from the envy 
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and enteipiifes of the profcfTors of the contrary 
Religion. Befides, as he knew Tafiletta to be 
a renowned General and a Generous Perfonjhe 
thou|ht his valour would protect him from all 
invaitbn. 

But it fell out otherwife than he had ima- 
gined 5 TafiUtta in- -ftead of a friend proved at 
laft his enemy. What occafion was given by the 
Jew is not known to us. Bat it is certain that 
this Politick head was not long there before lie 
had contrived the mifchief and death of the 
charitable Jew : who perceived not the danger 
nntil he felt the Cimeter in his bofome. To 
bring to pafs this Aflaflinat the M^ons that ac- 
companied our fugitive were Inftrumental. They 
faw that the Jews good nature had won the 
hearts of his Subjeds, that they would not fuf- 
fer him to be killed without a Revenge. And 
that it was but a folly to play the Mafters in a 
place where they were far the IdTer number.- 
Therefore they contrived a way lo engage the 
Profdytes of Mahomet in this defign. 

A Pretence of Religionsa common Engine of 
State, was employed to overcome this difficulty, 
and oblige ihem to give their content. They 
whifpercd amongft the People, That it was not 
ufual that a Jew of a ftrange fnperftitioo, and of 
a miferabLe difperfed Nation ihonld hear com* 
(^and 5 That it was a difgrace unto them to 

be 



be vaffals of fuch a One •, That it was not law- 
ful by that Religion that they were obliged to 
maintain, and by which they expea future hsp- 
pinefs, that a JeW: worfe than a Chnftian. fliould 
be Soveraign over Mufulmans true believers 5 
And that they could never hope for their Pro- 
phets f^'or, if they fuffered long this infamy to 
their ProfelTion , chat did give -laws to all the 
Nations of the world. 

They reprefented alfo the advantages ot be- 
\no under a Mahumetan Prince^cf a noble fplrit, 
that would endeavour to enrich them with the 
fpoils of their Neighbour Provinces. 

Thefe and fuch like iuggeftions being fpread 
amongft the unconftant Multitude made a great 
alteration in their minds. Infomuch that the 
Prince that vefterday they cheriftied, to day they 
condemn to'the fword. The Rebellion ana the 
Confpiracy feems not to have been difcovered, 
but onely to Tdfilitta and his Party, who were 
foon informed of the fupport and alTiftance of 
the Mahumetans, in cafe they fliould undertake 
any thing to free them from the fhame of the 
Jewi(h Dominion. The few in the mean whiles, 
ignorant of the Plot , continued unto hnn his 
wonted kindnefs, and often invited him to eate 
with him. At hft TafUtta was attended to 
Supper by his Followers, armed with Cimeter 
and other weapons. They both fat to their meat 

upon 
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apon Carpets^ according to the Cuftom of thac 
Country; and were never more familiar and lo- 
ving, when one of thofe that were prefent ftrikes 
his ungrateful Weapon in the bofome of the 
^etv. Immediately the tumult rifes, the Moh- 
metans approve the Fadi , and aie rc-ady with 
their Weapons to defend rhe Murderers ; A 
Council is called of the moft confi.ierable of 
them, where thanks were given toT'.afletta, be- 
caufe that by his meanes they had been delivered 
from the unlawful Authority of the few : And 
with the confent of all he was Saluted Prince of 
the Mountain. 

Religmj that had been fo favourable unto him 
in this beginning, he employes in his further de- 
figns 5 It hath proved fo benificial, that of a Fu- 
gitive it made him firft a little Prince^ and fince it 
hath raifed him to the glory of one of the greateft 
Emperors of the World; in a Country, where he 
had neither Relations nor Acquaintance, within 
the fpace of a few Yeares. 

The Armes of Alexander^ and the good For- 
tune of Cafar^ were never more fuccefsful unto 
them, then this Politick Weapon hath proved to 
feim. 

His firft care therefore, after his Inauguration, 
was to perfwade his People, That he intended to 
Govern by Religion: that himfelf was thereby ru- 
led.

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Battels, and fuch irreconcilable liate, that it coiild 
not hear of any Mediation. 

Thefe Divifions adminiftred a he occafion to 
our Tafiletta to further his great Defign 5 He 
therefore firft raifes fuch an Army as his Territo- 
ries would give him leave , and orders it according 
to a New Forme and manner,becaufe he could not 
profecute his Purpofe with an Army Modelled and 
Governed according to the Cuftome of that 
Country : Where, in a General Allarum, Orders 
are difpatch'd to the feveral Mouhadems or Colo- 
nels of the Provinces , to appear with their Men 
under their Command at theRendefvouz, Thefe 
fend their Commiffions to the Cornets or Cap- 
tains of the Quarters, to bring all that are able to 
Fioht •, and everyone is to be furnifhed with Pro- 
\rifion for Life, as well as Armes for Defence: for 
there are no Purveyors and Conveniences amongft 
them, to fupply their Wants 5 for that reafon they 
are fo numerous in their Armies. And that is 
alfo the caufe wherefore they casnot make any 
lonc^ ftay in the Field, unlefs it be in fuch fruitful 
places where they may furnifti themfelves by 
Plunder and Theft. _ 

To meet with thefe Inconveniences, Tapletu 
made choife of a ftanding Army , which increa- 
fed by degrees, with his good Fortune 5 for its 
Maintenance he appointed all things neceffary , 
and save a fufficient falary to his Horfe and Fuot ; 
^ C 2 hi 
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At prcfent it is reported, that he allowes to every 
Horfeman 1 6 Dollers a Monethjand to every Foot- 
man 8, fo that his Men are not chargeable to the 
Countrey. 

In this order he Marched firft againft the little 
Princes that did live peaceably under the Skirts 
of the Mountain, and made every Village, as farr 
as the Principality of Seufema, acknowledge his 
Soveraignty, and pay Tribute. The particulars 
of his Succcffes , until his encerprifcs againft that 
Prince, the Author could not learn. 

Now Boufetfta is a City that lies upon the 
Mouth of a fmall River , that difcharges it felf 
into the Mediterranean , very Commodious for 
Traffick. The Prince had long enjoyed the ad- 
vantages of Peace, and was grown very rich, for 
that reafon TafiUtta thought it his Intereft to be- 
gin next with him, that he might as well fupply 
his wants, and recruit himfelf with his Trcafures , 
as take in a Sea-port Town, that would be conve- 
nient to receive the Chriftian Commodities , as 
Powder and Shot , and other neceflaries that he 
ihould want in the profecution of his great Defign; 
Into this Country he Marched with near 20G00 
Horfe and Foot. 

The Prince having notice of his coming , fent 
his Sob with a Flying Party to meet him upon the 
Borders, and to hinder him in fome inconvenient 
paffage, whiles he with the reft of his Subjects, 

and 
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and the Succors that were expeifled ihould joyn in 
a Body, 

•The young Pnnce was not acquainted with the 
Stratagems of Tafiletta, who knew how to fur- 
prize him and his Men unprovided, and with the 
lofs of a few Men took him Prifoner. 

With the News of this Succefs he fends aMef- 
fenger to Bottfema, to informe the old Prince; 
That his Deftgn was net to remove him from his Prin- 
cipality , httt to make a League with him. 

The Prince of Boufema had a Daughter veiy 
handfome amongft thcMoores.Tafiletta had heard of 
her Beauty, Her therefore hedefires in Marriage 
from her Father ; And Promifed at his firft fight 
of her, to releafehis eldeft Son, and to leave him 
in a peaceable poffefllon of his Dominion. But 
threatned, m cafe of a refufal, to Sacrifice his Son 
to his refentment; and further, to proceed as far 
as his good Fortune would give him leave. 

The Prince thought it no Policy to anger fuch 
a Powerful Enemy. Therefore he fpeedily obey- 
ed, and fent his fair Daughter that was Married to 
the Conqueror 5 who kept not his Word punftu- 
ally with his Father-in-law : For finceJt is nor 
known upon what Pretence, he hath furprized the 
Town of Boufema, when the Prince had Disband- 
ed his Forces He then feifed upon the place al- 
""^^/rTS^y °^ Inhabitants, enriched his Soldiers, 
and filled his own Purfe with the Princes Gold! 

And 
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And became of the Relation he rettcred him to 
his former Coramand, upon Condition, to pay ho- 
mage unto him and his S ucceflbrs. 

A t that time the Prince of Eoufema had lent an 
Embaflador to my Lord BelUfy^, then Governor of 
His Majefties Garrifon and City oi Tangier s, to de- 
iire his Excellency , That there miglit be a tair 
Correfpondency between thofe two Sea-port- 
Towns.My Lord^whofe chief care all the timeof his 
Government was to advance the Honour of His 
Majefty, the Intereftof the Nation, and of that 
City, wUlingly accepted of the Princes Propofals, 
and fent the Moere back in a Catch that waited 
upon the Garrifon, with feveralof our Men in ano- 
ther Boat to attend him. 

At their Arrival at Bmfima they found the 
Prince diftreffedj with theunexpcaed coming ot 
rafilettai Army , and the Mcores haftmg out ot 
the Town to fome ftronger Retreate. 

Tafiletta having performed this Expedition witii 
wonderful fuccefs, he Marched next with 30 thou- 
fand Men againft Ga-jUnd and Bembottcim, other- 
wife called the Santo: The latter is a Man that 
pretended tO the ftric^teft Sed of the Mahumians, 
hewas Kingof P^;:i5 hearing of Jus Enemies ap- 
proaches, he put himfelf in a pofture of defence , 
and raifed a cohfiderable Army, which in the 
firit encounter was routed, and he himfelf hardly 
"' ■ efcaped 
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efcaped with life. The City of Fez is fcituate 
in the middle of the Kingdom. It hath the re- 
port of being ftrong, and able to bear a Siege ; Ic 
is adorned vvich many ftately Monuments of An- 
tiquity. Before this City the Conqueror fits 
down with his Army, furrounds the Walls with 
his Tents with Horfe and Foot , and fends, to 
Command them to give up the Keyes. 

The Befieged aL fiift did appear Refolved to 
refifthis Power, and defend their City-, but 
when the Multitude begvan to complain of want, 
the Grandees called for a Parley , and yielded 
themfelves to Taflettas good Fortune , with - 
their City. The whole Kingdom followed the 
exam.ple of the Metropolis , onely fome. few 
Mountains near the Sea, and the Town oi Saley^ 
remained under the Government of the former 
Prince , until Taflettn had leafure to miflde 
them. 

Cnjland, feeing his Neighbours Country in a 
Flame, took the Alarums, he had called toge- 
ther about 3000 of his choife Horfemen , and 
was then lying near Alcazar , in thofe unhappy 
Fields, that did once fwim in Chrifia» Blood; 
and that are fo renowned for the slaughter of 
Don Sebaftians Arm) ^ and the Death of the 3 
Kings that there ended their Qiiirrel with their 
Lives together -, in the fame place GayUnd hath 
left the Carcafsesof his beft Souldiers. 

To 
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To bring to pafs this Defeat, tafiUtU came 
with all fpecd with a fmall party of his Army 
toGAjlands Countreyjthat isalmoft ^njfihmus,k 
fsQall neck of Land 5 A continued Mountain 
joyns it to the Continent. 

There is one narrow Paffage thorow which 
the Conquerour was to enter into Suz, before 
he could deal with his Enemy : This was 
guarded with a ftrong party of Mufquetiers;, 
commanded by One whom Cayland thought 
faithful to his intereft. 

Tafiletta prefems himfelf before the Pafs, 
and with fome Spamfh Piftoles in his hand opens 
a way without the lofs of a man. The Paflage 
be fecares with a ftrong body of horfe and foot, 
that it might favour his retreat in cafe he fliould 
lofe the day. And then proceeds on his Jour- 
neytofeek Gay land, that lay in a wonderful fe- 
curity,and dreamt not of the danger that threat- 

ned him. 

There was one difficulty more to overcome 
which was not the leaft that Tafiletta had met 
withal, ^d)/W was then attended by a body of 
Horfe efteemed invincible by the Mmes,to hz- 
zard a Battel upon equal terms with fuch Ar- 
lifts in war, in an Enemies Countrey,arid with a 
fmall party was open madnefs : Therefore when 
the Lions Paw could not prevail he employes 
the Foxes Pate. He labors to conceal his fudden 
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Arrival from Gaylard, and to take the advantage 
of his negligenccj that fo he might come by the 
vi(5lory without the hazard of his men. 

Amongft Tafilettas Followers there was an 
old Friend of Gay land Sy whofe dwelling was in 
the Kingdom of Fez ; this man the Conquerour 
thinks fie for his parpofe, he inftiuds him with 
his defign , and furniflies Iiim with a few Ca- 
mels laden with the Commodities of the Ct uii- 
trey. This man journeys towards Tiiffan or fome 
other place of note, and in his way paffes by 
Gaylafid's Camp, who was defirous to hear what 
pafled beyond the Mountains , and what was 
become of T^l'-Ua. The ftranger told him that 
he was about tourty Leagues off with his whole 
Army, marching againft a little Prince near the 
Kingdom of i^^^;. 

Upon this falfe news he thought to disband 
his Army until another time, and left them with- 
out Difciphne or Guard wrapt in their Alha^s 
the men lying upon the ground without order 
that night, and their horfes feeding in the pa- 
ftures. He little thought of the mifchief that 
was prepared for him. 

T^letta having thus ftollen into the Coun- 
trey followed GayUnd's apoftate Friend by fe- 
cret wayes: and came almofl at the fame time 
undifcovered near Alcaz^ar, 

In the Evening he obferved the countenance 
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of CayUitd's Army from Tome high Wood, in 
the which he expeaed the time of the mghc 
fit for his pu! pofe. 

Their wandring condition without order en- 
couraged him in the execution of his defign, 
which he performed in the dead time of the 
night CayUmls m n were almoft all dead be- 
fore he could perceive the execution. Some 
were awakened with the groans of their fellows: 
Thefe bboured to recover their horfes, and be- 
in" lead on by the great and famous Moukadem 
of'^thai Countrey,thefecond fonof the Shack of 
Algiers, they made fome refiftance and difputed 
w.tli T^filetta for thevldlory. 

GAjland feeing himfdf betrayed, and his men 
either kill'd, or ready to fly away for the fafety 
of their own lives: After he had received two 
llioht wounds, the one in his cheek, the other in 
his" fide 5 and loft a horfe that was killed under 
him, mounted fpeedily upon one that waited for 
him, paired by Alcazar where he took his lafl 
farewell of two of his Wives , and then faved 
liimfelf ir.to ArziSa , having left the ftrength 
of his Countrey dead upon the ground \yith 
their great Captain^ who had three horfes kill a 
under liim before he was overcome. 

Not long before this defeat Gayiand fore- 
feeing the defign of Tafletu, and being jealous 
of his misfortune T refolved to ftrengthen him- 
fdf 
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felf with the friendfliip of a Chriftian Garifon, 
from whence he might fupply AtzUIa his laft 
refuge with warlike provifions fie for its defence. 
The Englijh in Tangiers did command the Sea 
with a man of War , unto them therefore the 
Politick Prince fends a Flag of Truce with 
Articles of Peace, when my Lord Belajys wa-s up- 
on his return for England. 

Itwasadaft concluded very much to the ad- 
vantage of the Garifon, by my Lord's wifdom 
and care-. The chief conditions were ihnCay- 
Und fliould affift His Maj fties Subje«fls againft 
all Chriftian enemies, and that they fliould fuc- 
cour him againft the Mahumetans. The Eng/ifh 
did not long enjoy the benefits of this peace, 
Tafilcttii foon feized upon the Countrey, and 
forced them again within their Lines, Colonel 
Henry Nonvoody a Gentleman noted for his zeal 
to His Majefties Service, did then command in 
chief. Without delay he difpatchcs a Gentle- 
m-in by Sea to offer unto Garland the afliftance 
of the Garifon , according to the Agree- 
ment. 

Ac the fame time Tafihtta fends alfo Em- 
baflTadors to offer unto him his Countrey, if he 
would acknowledge him for his Lord •, and to 
cany the dead body of the fon of Shack of An- 
gicrSi which was received with much State, la- 
mented v^ith pitiful bowlings, ?nd buried with - 
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ftrange Ceremonies , which are related in other 

Travels. 

GayUnd would not accept of his Enemies 
courtefie, but fent back the EmbafTidours with- 
out Anfwer : The One was the Cadir of Ar- 
zilU, the great Judge of the Law of Mahomet, 
that had revolted to Tafiletta, with one of the 
Secretaries of State. GayUnd received him with 
civili-y, and fuffeied him to tranfport out of the 
Caftle his Wives and fubftance, that yet did re- 
main in his poircifion. 

The Conquerour after the ruine of the Ar- 
my found none to refift his power but che old 
Shck of Angiersy a man onely fit for his grave^ 
and the ( ity of T/V«4»,that did feem to be^ fo:y 
^atter the vidory, but when they faw no fafety 
but in a fpeedy flight, or an humble fubmif- 
fion^they then fought to make their Peace. 

Tafiletta having Co happily brought ail the 
Countrey under his Command, eftabliflied there 
a Lieutenant with a flying Party to fupprefs all 
fuJden Motions that fliould tend to a Rebellion. 
And before his depart he endeavoured invainto 
draw the Br.glijh from Garland's friendlbip with 
great Promifcs of Rewards and Piiviledges : 
zvi^ gave a furious aflault to ArzilU to as little 
pu'pofe, with the lofs of many of his men, kil- 
led with the great Ordnance, that was managed 
by feme few En^liffy. The great injuries re- 
ceived 



ceived they have fince rewarded at feveral times 
with notable Courtefies. They have laboured 
to protea him who had been a bloody Enemy 
to their. jGarifdn. But as their undeferved faith- 
fulnefs did wonderfully encouiage his favourers 
in his defence, it hath purchafed no little efteem 
to the Efiglifh Nation amongft the Mahumetan 
Princes of Barharyy who will be more willing' to 
enter into their Alliance upon whofe promifes 
they may fafely rely. 

At that time GayUnd was attended and 
guarded with near 2000 Souldiers and Inhabi- 
tants of ArzilU. With thefe he made feveral 
inroads into the Countrey, as foon as he had 
notice of Tafiletu's Retreat. He returned with 
the fpoils of his revolted Subjetfls. Butbyfuch 
mean Conqucfts he loft the hopes of conquering 
and recovering the Hearts of 'the people, who 
akerwards did fo watchfully obfeive the mo- 
tions of his men, that they cut off 400 of thefe 
CommifTioned Robbers with One of GayUtiis 
Brothers. After this unfeafonable defeat, Ga^- 
/<r«d? feeing his affairs in a defperate cafe he <X\- 
fpacch'd a MefTenger to the Port to refign un- 
to the Q\2.i\6, Stgn'tor his inteteft to -S//2:, hoping 
that the Prote<fiion of fo great a Prince might 
draw Tafiletta to fome conditions of Peace ''or 
at leaft oblige the turk to fend him by 'the 
City of Argiers fome fuccours^ but this Policy 
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'^hath proved prejudicial to him, for ic hath Co 
much alienated from him the Mcorcst who are no 
friends to the encroaching power of the Great 
Sultan, that thofe that yet did favour and defire 
his re-eftablifliment are at prefcnt his profefTed 
enemies : and his own fervants endeavoured to 
purchafe Ta/jlettas favour by the deUvery of his 
perfonjbut were difappointed by his flight to j^r- 
gierSi where he now leads a private life free from 
the fears of his former eftate. 

Tafiletta hath fince enlarged his Dominions as 
farr as Morocco^^nd. conquered feveral Kingdoms. 
He hath lately got fix Dutch men skill'd in the 
cafting of great Guns : T heir affiftance he makes 
ufe of in the battering down of Towns that re- 
fill his Power. ^ 

7he fir (i fart efthk Relation^ fo fan as concerns 
Tafiletta, rvas ^ielh-ered into the /Uuhors 
hands bj a Msnhant of Provence refident in 
Aizilla, acquainted rvith the affatrs cf the 
Conntrcy, hj reafon cf his long abode among(l 
ihe Moovi-s y and his ^^ournejs that he had 
madi in the Land, 
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
